The most curious line-up of "wet" 
■nd "dry" forces that Conpress has 
soon flaeo tho birth ot prohibition 
moveDMMit, doveloiwd oa tho final 
roll eall on the so-oalM Reed 
amendment. Many "dry" aioaibera 
cppost'd tlie drastic inoasttfO OB the 
ground that It would nullify State 
laws which do not restrict "personal 
«ao" and that it would prove harm- 
ful to the eauso.^ Many "wet" mem- 
bers voted for ft because they be- 
lieved in giving the alleged "dry" 
states ii tastO Ot prohiUttOB that 
proliibits. 

Ii'anntiral .Action. 
All arguments advanced against 
■aeh draatle logtslaUoa by rither 
"near drjra" or "woU" wore swept 

aside in the almost fanatical deter- 
mination of the House to oarrjr pro- 
hibition legislation lo its greatest 
heights. "Dry" members tried to 
show how the legislation would hurt 
tho eamo ot prohibition; but "bone 
dry'* mombors lotuaod to lUten;
